A little work, published 
last year by Routledge, en-

Ho was an invalid, and shut 
out from active. life, betook 
himself to poetic composi~ 
tion, more as a solace than 
with any expectation — of 
having his songs accepted. 
For upwards of two years 
ho resided with his brothor 
in Bradford, and it was there 
that tho success of ‘Tho 
Skipper and his Boy” led

cepted, and from that time the kind encouragement of 
Miss Gabriel gave him hope and a purposo in his

It is unnecessary. for us to capitulato the titles of Miss”

But it is not of 
that: after life—striking its roots deeply into the founda- 
tions of society, and overarching so many burdoned and 
sorrowful ones with its boneficent shadow—that my short 
story has to do, : ; 

Adjoining The Elms was the summer residence. of the 
Gibsons, a family of little education or native refinoment, 
who, having been suddenly. made rich by’ speculation;

Nothing half so bad 
comes of this apparent license as seems to proceed from 
the severer discipline of the custom in this country. 

To be sure, on the Continent those persons have many 
advantages which tend to render the privileges Inocuous. 
First of all, ‘they are of infinitely superior culture—a 
French or a German maid-servant having about her an 
air of real polish and refinement, which contrasts re- 
markably with the pitiable mimetic affectations of an 
English girl in the samo position. Then, whatever we 
may boast of the courage, the worth, and the sterling 
honesty, as itis phrased, of our futuro masters, We cannot 
hide from ‘ourselves that they do their loye-making as a 
rule in a rough-and-ready fashion, which leads to much 
moro disastrous consequences than the patient gallantry 
of Frenchmen or Germans under similar circumstances ,

Afiliction sore, Long time I bore. 


Then there is the grotesque intentional, and the grotesque 
unintentional. Among the former we should rank the 
epitaph on Mr. Foote, of Norwich :— 

Here lies one Foote, whose death may thousands save, 

For Death hath now one foot within the grave. 


And the one on Mr. Box :—~ 


Here lies one Box within another ; 
The one of wood was very good, 
We cannot say so much for f’ other. 
Also the famous ono of Sir John Strange :— 
Here lies an honest lawyer, 
That is Strange. 
And Albert Durer’s epitaph for himself—certainly the 
shortest, and perhaps the best in the world—the meet in- 
scription for the closed door of the house appointed for all 
living, the one word “| Kmigravit.” 

Again, there is Franklin’s famous epitaph ‘for himself. 
Or this, at Manchester, on an old man :— 

Here lies John Hill, 

A man of skill, 

His age was five times ten; 
He ne'er did good, 

Nor ever would,’ 

Had he lived as long again. 

As for the unintentionally grotesque epitaphs, they may 
be found in almost every churchyard in Nngland. Now 
and then, when we hear of them, wo have a suspicion that 
they ara 'f tao good to be true”; but ho who has had any 
experience of British monumental stupidity will hesitate 
to put limits to the absurdity it may display.

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A Story of Some srobins, 


N our “Gossip” last week wo quoted Thomson’s 
poetic description of the labours of the feathered tribe 
in the early Spring, as illustrating the leading features of 
the month; and since woe wrote we have fallen across a 
pretty story that will form an interesting supplement to 
our slight sketch. The story in question, from the pen 
of Shirley Hibberd, was written for the Children’s Friend, 
from which wo borrow the leading facts, with the illus- 
tration, by the kind permission of the publishers, 

I have been asked to give, says Mr. Hibberd, somo 
account of a pair of robins who made themselves very 
much at home in a little plant-house in my garden, 

The plant-house in which these young robins took up 
their aboaa: without first asking permission, is not mine; 
it is Mrs. Hibberd’s, and is entirely occupied with ferns 
of many kinds. Instead of straight shelves and numbers 
of flower-pots, it is constructed so as to resemble a natural 
cavo. ‘The walls consist of rudo rocks, with hollows and 
recessos : the ferns are planted; and their lovely, bright- 
greon, delicate leaves (called Sronds by botanists) reach 
over and form all kinds of graceful tassels, fringes, and 
dotted tufts. Itis a lovely little cave, sheltered from the 
blast of winter and the heat of summer, and the ferns, so 
fond of damp and shade, grow as luxuriantly in it as in 
their own silent dripping nooks in 
old forests, and beside moss-fringed 


waterfalls, where no man can disturb i Th Ss 
them, and where they rejoice together ie

porfection on His work, Mm 


Well, you may be sure this fern- i ~ 
house is very often visited, as tho 
ferns require frequent watering and 
other attentions, By some means, 
ono of the squares of glass in tho 
roof was broken last winter, and 
there was a hole no larger than your 
hand, little reader, Through ‘that 
hole a pair of robins found their way, 
delighted, I suppose, with Mrs. Hib - 
berd’s way of growing ferns, and 
perhaps thinking this was a bit of 
some dark glen, where no one could 
harm them. When we next came to 
the house there was a dreadful flut- 
tering, but they could not, in their 
fright, get out at the small hole by 
which they had entered. Like any 
one who gets into danger or mischief, 
it is easier to go forward than to turn 
back, and so the robins found it: 
they wero in, but could not get out. 
Now, some people would have caught 
and caged tnem; but that is not our 
plan. We have blackbirds, thrushes, 
willow-wrens, fly-catchers, black- 
caps, hedge-sparrows, and all sorts 
of birds that sing merrily, in our 
beautiful gardens, which lie alto- 
gother in a great space, full of fine 
trees and grass-plots and flowers, A 
great many birds~robins amongst 
the number—build in the gardens, 
and in the thatch of the shed, and 
even in the midst of garden baskets 
and tools in the outhouses, 

But this was the first time any 
birds had taken up their abode in 
tho fern-house, and I dare say you 
want to know what we did. Well, I 
will tell you. I ut my hand to the 

ane of glass which had the small 
ae in it by which they entered, and 
broke the whole of it away, making 
an open space a foot long and six 
inches wide, then shut the door and 
went away. 

By-and-bye, as we walked about 
the garden, wo saw the birds popping 
in and out of this hole, carrying in 
bits of moss, dead leaves, and scraps 
of hay. Woe left the house shut up 
and quiet for several days, that they 
might learn to feel at home. After 
some time, Wo saw only one bird, 
and ho was in a most fidgety, fussy state, popping in and 
out at all hours, taking caro never to sing « song, and 
always watching cautiously before he yentured throuch 
the holo. i 

“Now,” wo said, ‘the oggs aro laid and the hon is 
sitting, but whore is the nest: Ah, where isit? no one 
can tell. We searched cautiously, but there was no sien 
of it; not a single dead leaf peeped out from any corner, 
But the ferns began to look the worse for inattention, and 
one morning the gardener shot some water into a crevico 
near the roof, behind one of the ferns, and out darted into 
his face, and frightened him considerably, the mothor 
bird. Ho had sent the water right into tho nest, and 
frightened her much moro than she had frightened him, 
She flew to a neighbouring tree and kept watch; and 
the husband soon came chinking, chinking, to watch with 
her. ‘They soon recovered from that fright, and we took 
care not to give that particular fern a drop of water 
until the young were out, even if it should dio for it, 
Then we used to got up and have a look at hor, and tho 
dear little creature, feeling herself safe, would sit still and 

3149 upon us with her soft black eyes, and the husband, 
having become ec ually familiar, would come and give his 
darling a caterpillar or a scrap of fat (we used to strew 
scraps of fata little way off for his lordship), while we 
stood in the house talking or attending to our ferns, 
When my lady went out, which she did two or threo 
times a day, for a short time, we used to peep into the 
nest, and there were five little spotted oggs, bright as

marbles, carefully covered with a leaf to keep them warm. 
Thus things went on until the young wero hatched, and 
we saw them all of a heap, like a handful of live fluff, 
with little gaping yellow mouths stuck amongst it, and 
when we looked at thom all the mouths opened toa 
dreadful extent in expectation of food, But they wanted 
none of our feeding ; both the parents were active in that 
duty from dawn till dark, and we have seen them take in 
food when night was so far advanced that it was a wonder 
they could find their way. 

Well, in the course of time all theso young birds 
tumbled out of the nest, but not by accident, for they 
wanted to see the world. How they did flitter and fly about 
the fernery, as if, instead of five, there were fifty of them ! 
We kept the door shut so that none could get out, for fear 
of their being devoured by cats. This was right, as it 
proved ; for after hopping about tho houso threo days, 
and being constantly fed by their parents, they flew out 
through the hole in the roof, being then strong on the wing, 
and we saw tho parents caressing, teaching, and feeding 
them for several days afterwards in the garden. : 

You may suppose this to be the end of the story, but it 
is not. When the youngsters had left their parents, and 
wore obtaining their own living comfortably, the old pair 
came in again, and very soon the hen was sitting on five 
eggs in the same nest. That poor fern began to look very 
ill, but there was no help for it; we could not throw cold 
water into such an abode of love, Well, in due timo,

Ware soon tho old birds built another nest, close to the 
first, behind a fern in a very snug spot. [ think they 
must have discovered we wanted to water the fern whero 
they dwelt first, and their moving away was tho saving of 
its life, ‘Chey were now so familiar, through constantly 
having our society in the house, that the mother allowed 
any one to look at her, and all our friends wished her 
‘Good morning,” and she looked at them with hor lovely 
dark oyes with such tenderness that I do not think a boy 
fond of bird-nesting would have had the heart to disturb 
her.

Chestnut Pudding, Baked.—Boil twelve 


it over the fire till it thickens, then 
lay it in a dish lined with a rich puil- 
paste, and bake for forty minutes. 

Lemon Custards.—Beat the whites 
and yolks of four eggs; strain them, 
and add two large tablespoonsful of 
lemon-juice, four ounces of powdered 
loaf-sugar, the grated rind of one 
lemon, and a glass each of white 
wine and brandy. Mix all well to- 
gether, and stir it in a small saucepan 
over the fire until it becomes suflici- 
ently thick, then pour it into small 
cups, and serve. 


Cowslip Pudding.—Pull some cow- 
slips from their stems until you have 
a quart of flowers ; bruise them, boil 
them in a pint of mili or cream, and 
when they begin to get tender, pour 
them into a dish, and add to them 
four well-beaten eggs, a quarter of & 
pound of Naples biscuit, or bread- 
crumbs grated and soaked in milk, 
and a good piece of butter; mix it 
all together ; put it into a buttered 
dish, and bake it for anhour. When 
done, pour a rich wine sauce over it, 
und serve. 

Lemon Tarts.—Mix well together 
the juice and grated rinds of two large 
lemons, halfa pound of powdered loaf 
sugar, two eggs, and the crumb of 
two sponge cakes, beat it thoroughly 
smooth, and put it into twelve patty- 
pans, lined with a light puff paste; 
bake them until the crust is done. 


Almond Cheesecakes, —Take four 
ounces of blanched almonds, beat 
them in a mortar with two spoonfuls 
of rosewater, then add the yolks of 
four eggs well whisked, and four 
ounces of pounded and sifted white 
sugar. Work it well until it froths, 
then putit into patty-pans lined with 
a fine puff paste. ' Bake for about 
twenty minutes in a moderate oven. 


Orange Tartlets—Line your patty- 
pans with a very rich puff paste ;_ put 
asmall quantity of orange marmalade 
into each, and. squeeze fresh Seville 
orange juice plentifully upon them ; 
bake fora quarter of an hour or twenty minutes.

Boil 
for four hours. The usual sauce is wine or brandy dip, and the 
pudding can be ornamented just before it comes to table with 
blanched almonds.

Easter Eacs.—The following hints given in a contemporary, 
for dyeing Eastereggs, may prove both interesting and instructive 
to many of our readers:—1, Obtain pieces of silk of all the 
brightest colours that can be procured, and having cut them up 
into small bits, add a few chips of logwood and a little turmeric ;

let the egg bo well embedded in this, so that the silk may forma 
thick layer around it, sow it up in the coarsest brown paper, and 
boil it for half an hour or more. When the egg is taken out of 
the brown paper it will be found to have a mottled appearance 


in which the bright colours of the silks will be blended and con- 
trasted with those of thedyes. A slight coat of varnish after- 
wards much improves the effect. A blue colour can be given by 
boiling the egg in powdered indigo, with the addition of a tea- 
spoonful of dilute sulphuric acid, A newer way of 
ornamenting Easter eggs is to paint a design upon 
them in bright oil colours (after they have been 
boiled thoroughly hard); and when the colour is 
completely dry, varnish them over carefully—2. An- 
other writer recommends the following :—The dyo 
should not rub off in drying. Wash tho oggs clean, 
boil them slowly for twenty minutes or half an hour 
with the dyo ; while still hot rab a little lard on them 
with a piece of rag, to give them a bright polish. 
Logwood chips, cochineal, rose pink, anatto, and any 
other dyes in the form of powder, should be tied ina 
piece of muslin, not put loose into the water, or they 
make the eggs look grimy. Onion peelings and 
the flowers of tho whin (furze or grose) should be 
brought into close contact with each egg, by sewing a 
piece of cotton filled with them tightly round the 
egg. They yield pale yellow mottled stains, ‘The 
eggs thus sewn up may bo boiled by themselvos or 
in a pan with logwood chips, to produce a variety of 
patterns, or the uncovered egg may be boiled with 
loose onion peelings and a bag of logwood chips. 
The gayest colours are produced by sewing each egg 
up in bits of bright ribbon, silk or satin. ‘Tartan 
patterns are generally very successful, and I have 
seen rosebuds on a picce of old-fashioned green satin 
given distinctly on the eggs, A whin blossom, & 
primrose, a strip of onion peeling put inside the 
ribbon leaves a pale green or yellow mark among 
the brighter colours. ‘Tho dyeing, and afterwards 
the “bowling,” of Easter eggs (or ‘paste eggs — 
perhaps from Paschal) is an established amusement 
with children in the north of England. 

Barury Svaax.—Tho correspondent of ® con- 
temporary highly recommends the following ag a 
simple and easy method of making barley sugar :— 
Put two tablespoonfuls of pnre vinegar at the bottom 
of a half-pint cup, and fill it up with water ; yh it 
into a saucepan— brass is the best—and add to it 2Ib. 


of loaf sugar; boil this on a clear cinder fire about 
a hunter oe an hour, stirring it all the time. At the 
end of a quarter of an hour or thereabouts, the liquid 
will be turning a nice Jomon colour, when it will be 
ready to take off, when dip the bottom of the pan 
into a pail of cold water for a ‘moment, as the heat 
ofthe pan and sugar alone might slightly overdo 
it. Then drop ten or twelve drops of essence of

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PART VI.—(ConrTINvUED.) 
ON DRAWING FOLIAGE. 


HEN drawing a treo, begin with a fow guiding lines 
suggestive of the general proportions, Then pro- 
coed to outline the roots when visible, the trunk _and 
larger branches and thé principal loaf-masses, Trace 
out the ramifications of the branches, and indicato their 
probable position even where they aro not visible, so that 
their gradual diminution may not be lest sight of. Now 
put in tho large masses of shadow broad and flat at first, 
whether you uso the brush on a soft pencil, In the next 
place tone down the whole mass, leaving only the group of 
stronger lights, which generally assume more or less of a 
convex form, and, having done this carefully, compara 
your sketch with the original. ; ; 

You may now put in the more prominent markings 
and divisions both in the lighted and shadowed portions, 
and touch in looso sprays and leaves with a freo varied 
touch. Detail may next be introduced, and fers the 
touch must become moro specially éharacteristic; varied, 
and expressive. It should not be, as it commonly is in 
tree-drawings, tho same all over, but help you to express 
tho direction in which the branches retire from or ap- 
proach your oye, and their rising or drooping character. 
Carefully consider the shadows cast by projecting boughs 
on foliage beneath them, giving just the right degree of 
depth and transparency proportioned to the thickness of 
the foliage which hides these spaces from the light. Tho 
toxture and markings of the bark may next bo in- 
dicated, 

Now retire from your easel, and again carefally com- 
pare your drawing with nature. ‘Tost first the general 
eifect, then the outline, then the masses, then the detail. 
Consider tho light and shades on the sido of the tres, and 
see how they differ from those on the side farthest from 
tho light, &e., &c. If allis well, and you can discover no 
defect, your drawing is completed, but you will path 
return again and again to your work, altering and iodi- 
fying time after time before 
result, 

I shall next briefly describe the moro prominent pecu- 
liarities of different trees beginning with— 

Tite Oax,—The vigorousand picturesque charactor ofthis 
noble tree, with its well-defined masses of light and dark, 
will be frequently found in landseapo drawities; Its 
foliage is of a cool olive green in sutitner, and is full of 
warm rich colours when autumn begins to usher in tho 
dreary winter months.* Hyen when tho fresh cool colours 
of its polished spring leaves bedeck its then clear and 
glossy boughs, tho frequency of decayed twigs or of some 
largo, twisted, and angular old limb, severed or blighted 
perhaps in a storm, render the whole ‘extromély’ pic- 
turesque. ‘Tho rough furrows of its strong and massiyo 
trunk, tho wide horizontal spread of its giant lower limbs, t 
render the oak conspicuous even in the distance,t' In 
spring its leaves are of a yellowish olive colour, 

Tus Eim.—A tall, stately, and graceful tree, with 
olegant, sweeping, plume-like branches, and smoothly 
flowing curves; ample and spreading, but depending, and 
not so strongly marked im its characteristics as other troos 
are. ‘The foliage is small in leaf, devoid of gloss, and 
does not combino in very large massos, It is of a warm 
olive green, The leaves fall early, Tho straight stem 
and pendant branches are of a smooth silvery gray, varied 
with tho palo greens, yellows, and russets of mosses and 
lichens, Sometimes tho irregular and subdivided bark 
may display wen-like excrescences bristling over with 
minute twigs; and its roots swelling from the ground 
may also display “immenso spurs and fantastic knobs,” 
but it is never altogether dark, furrowed, or rugged, 

Tne Brxou,—A large handsome tree, cheerful in 
colour, with smooth silvery grey bark, glossy foliage of a 
tender green, and pendulous boughs, the branches and 
spray turning gontly upwardsatits extromities, Tho foliage 
ig especially beautiful whon clad in its rich autumnal 
sunset tints of gold, orange, russet, and red. It must 
bo remombered that in consequence of the deep gloom 
cast by its branchos, the grass beneath them is genorally 
changed to a short thick dry moss, Although its bark, 
like that of other troos, is frequently altogethor concealed 
in a coat of moss and lichen, these at times make their 
appearance in spots and markings, which somotimes 
encircle the trunk, and thus aid the ©xprossion of rotun- 
dity. Poets have described the nodding beech, wreathing 
‘its old fantastic roots so high,” with “ the gray smooth 
trunk” gleaming out “within the twilight of their 
distant shades,” and have dwelt lovingly upon its beauty ; 
paintors, too, havo luxuriated in depicting the samo from 
the remotest periods of ‘‘ once upon a time” ; but there 
havo been and aro still those who denounce it as unpic- 
turesque and insignificant. The foliage presents a strati- 
fied appearance, the masses shelving out one ‘over the 
other; but the chiaroscuro gives a large amount of 
breadth, which the student should most carefully 
preserve. : ‘ 

Tus Asv—rises with an casy flowing outline, and with 
light airy foliage ; the boughs, sweeping elegantly forth, 
form almost acute angles with the trunk, and in form and 
arrangement resemble the branches of a lustre ; the foliage 
assumes yory graceful depending forms of an oval 
character, and is, in colour, of a warm olive green. . Itg 
leaves appear late and fall early. The bark is of a fine 
gray, broken with small furrows, and spots of gray 
lichens and mosses, when full grown; but while young it 
is of a pale greenish tint, Its autumnal tint is a bright 
yellow.

Tue SycaMony.—The trunk is rough, furrowed, seamed, 
and cracked, displaying a rich variety of colour. The 
foliage is in summer of a deep green, and very massive ; 
and in autumn of rich dull browns and reds. 

True Horse CrestNur.—The foliage sombre in colour 
during summer, but rich in yellow russet hués and tints 
in autumn. Its general form too regular and stiff to be 
very picturosquo, although the stem is finely shaped. 

Tue Common Poriar.—Somewhat too formal alono, 
but, by contrasting other trees, it frequently becomes of 
great value. a a 

Tire Aspen.—The stom gray, darker at the roots. Tho 
foliage an olive green; tho under surface of the leaves 
being considerably lighter, 

THe Common WILLOW AND THE Ostur.—The bark 
rough, the foliage of a pale silvery green. Tho osier, 
which clcesely resembles this tree, has leaves of a grayish 
or bluish green ; their under surfaces being white. 

‘THe Lancu.—The stein tapering rapidly as it rises, is 
peculiarly thick at the roots. As it Invariably shrinks, 
more or less, according to tho amount of shelter from the 
more provalent wind, 1f is frequently very much bent, and 
its branches then point from the wind. ‘Tho foliage is of 
a bright and pleasant green, its spray, long, slender, and 
vory flexible. | i 

Tne Hazen is more like a bush than a treo, its 
suckers spring up so thickly about it. The leaves aro a 
clear warm green, the bark light in colour and rough ; 
its suckers and smaller branches of @ warm rich brown. 

Tue Brack AupER.—It flourishes only in damp situa- 
tions, and grows in clumps reaching a good height.* The 
foliage is of a dark:green ; the trunk almost black, 

THe Hawrnorn.—A most picturesque treo, full of 
excellent qualities. The twisted trunk, fantastic branches, 
straggling roots, and the dark cool green of tho foliage, 
give it groat value, 

Scorcu Frr.—Tho frunk and branches of rich 
warm tints of ochre, russet and gray. Tho foliage, 
spreading out like a sombre canopy at’ the top, is ofa 
dark, dull, bluish green :— 

The lofty fir crowns Scotland hills, 
Nor recks the winter's blast ;

But a few years since, 
women were reproached with endeavouring to imitate the 
opposite sex in their costume; now it is altogether the 
reverse. All the late changes have tended to bring 
feminine toilette more and more to the ‘‘ Marie An- 
toinette,” the ‘Watteau,” or ‘Pompadour” style— 
flowers, lace, &c., all regaining their former favour. Of 
course, as is always the case, the true woman of elegance 
knows how to choose what is becoming in every novelty, 
thus neither making horself eccentric by her total rejection 
of it, nor by her adoption of it in all its extravagance. 
Although the bonnets aro, if possible, becoming smaller 
each month in Paris, there is still an effort made by some 
modistes to ro-introduco the bonnet of former days; and 
it seems probable that by skilful hands such elegant 
coiffures will be made of which ladios who no longer 
possess the freshness of youth, and to whom the eccentric 
fashions of tho presont day are very trying, will gladly 
avail themselves. Tho vory graceful ‘ Mantilla” bonnet, 
whon made of real lace, is almost universally becoming, 
but is, of course, confined comparatively to the few, as 
tho price of real lace places it beyond the reach of great 
numbers; it is, however, frequently made of tulle edged 
with lace, which has a good effect. Frequently the 
bonnet is composed simply of a piece of velvet, crape, or 
straw, about two inchos wide, to which is attached a veil 
of lace or tulle falling over the chignon and crossing in 
front. Ono in this style was of black fancy straw, pointed 
behind and in front, and trimmed all round with a wreath 
of oak leaves, and gold acorns falling at the side. Veil

Our readers will remember the view we took in an 
article some time ago, as to the way in which “debts of 
honour” incurred by younger sons and wards must be 
treated if the wide-spread evils arising from reckless 
betting on horso-races wore to bo effectually grapplod 
with : the remedy proposed was a strong one, but nothing 
short of repudiation by parents would, we feel suro, 
seriously affect and deter the swindlers who flourish on 
the impoverishment and ruin of families. The recent 
caso before the Vice-Chancellor of ‘‘ the Earl of Jersey 
v. Dicker,” suggests to parents the necessity for an 
equally decisive course of action. ‘Lord Jorsey was un- 
fortunate enough at a very early age to fall into the hands 
of the moneylenders, and heis scarcely out of his minority 
before he and his trustees are compelled to appeal to a 
Court of Law for protection against their extortions. The 
facts stated in court afford a startling example of the 
practices in question. Five years ago, when Lord Jersey 
was at Mton and only 18 years of age, ho was induced to 
answer one of those advertisoments, too common in a 
certain class of newspapers, in which money is offered 
‘at afow hours’ notice, on the most advantageous terms, 
to noblemen, officers in the army, heirs to entailed 
estates, and gentlemen of property, on their personal 
security.” What theso ‘advantageous terms’? mean 
may be understood from tho first transaction. Lord 
Jersey received £50, and for that hoe gavo his acceptance, 
due at ono month’s date, for £75, according to his own 
statement, or for £65 according to Mr. Dicker. If it was 
for the former sum, the interest charged was at the rate 
of 600 per cent, per annum?! Other advances wore made, 
and, no doubt, on similarly “advantageous” terms. 
Tho system was pursued during the remainder of Lord 
Jersey’s Eton course and in his Oxford career, until 
whon ho camo of age, in March, 1866, his acceptances 
amounted to about £10,000. But this is not all, Another 
person named Yates, who is alleged to have beon Mr. 

Jicker’s principal in most of the transactions, but with 
whom Lord Jersey denies having had any communication, 
has put in a claim, on bills and other securities, to the 
amount of £35,500, Payment has been resisted, upon 
which Mr. Dicker brings an action for the £10,000, and 
Lord Jersey appeals to the Court of Chancery for an 
order to stay proceedings until the accounts shall have 
been examined. Ho admits having received from first to 
last £18,000. As ho had already paid a sum of £10,000, 
there remained only a sum of £8,000 due from him, and 
this ho offered to pay with reasonablo interest. The do- 
fendants, however, demand, not £8,000, but £46,000, 
The Court has granted the injunction, and it may be 
hoped that the demands of the usurers will be reduced to 
their strictly legal rights. Such is Lord Jersey's mis- 
fortune, and in all but the amounts involved, it is as tho 
Times remarks, tho misfortune of too many. A. regular 
trado is driven in these usurious loans. ‘The persons who 
conduct it make it their business to entrap young men of 
good fortune, or with rich friends. They are not content 
either to leave the newspapers to entico their victims : 
they send circulars by the post to everyone with whom 
they think there is any hanes of succeeding. Since, 
thon, it has become a common practice to tempt young 
men as we haye described, it becomes necessary for parents 
and guardians to consider how to resist such a conspiracy. 
It may bo hoped that so flagrant an instance as that of 
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Lord Jersey may offer some warning to young men; but 
thoy will always be moro or less accessible to temptation, 
and some means of putting a check on those who offer the 
enticement is required. Now, there is one way, and 
perhaps only one, which is likely to be effectual, and that 
is by steadily resisting in the courts of law all extortionate 
demands, ‘The sums actually advanced must, of course, 
be paid, though in many cases this is simply a robbery of 
parents or friends; but if parents and guardians and 
young men come of age would make common cause, and 
resolutely refuse payment of all such extortionate de- 
mands as those made on Lord Jersey, these money-lending 
advertisers would soon find it not worth their while 
to run the risk. 


IN tho Revolution, an American journal devoted to tho 
procuring of the franchise for women, is an account of 
an ordination of a lady minister at Hingham, Mass., and 
it affords some nodion of the tone of opinion in America 
at tho present time as to the relative position of the sexes. 
Mrs. P. A. Hanaford, it seems, was ordained and installed 
Pastor of the Universalist Society iu Hingham, Feb, 19th. 
The following are the particulars given of the services :— 
“The church was crowded with spectators, including 
very many personal friends of the candidate, some of 
whom came from great distances, to bo present at the 
services.

| ae spring in chalis, takou, or poil de chevre, of a pale

Give tulips and hyacinths plenty of air and light on fine days, 
by removing all coverings ; clip edgings, repair gravel walks, 
and otherwise look to the general neatness of the garden. 

Climbing plants, such as jasmines, honeysuckles, climbing 
roses, and clematis, should be regulated as they grow, and be 
well fastened in the places they ought to fill, Cuttings may 
be taken from fuchsias as the month advances. Take the young 
shoots when they are an inch anda half long, cut them close to 
the wood they spring from, and place them round the edge of 
the pot, close enough to touch the pot; shade them from the 
sun, and protect them from the wind. Cut geraniums into shape 
if they have wandered too far. Sow choice seeds of pansies in 
pans placed in the greenhouse or common frame ; they will 
bloom in twelve weeks. Sow in pans, lobelia, asters, stocks, 
marigolds, cineraria maritima (the silver plant), perilla nan- 
kinensis (the plant with black foliage) amaranthus melan- 
cholus (the plant with crimson leaves), for all these are useful 
in bedding, and do best when raised in heat. 


Plants with ornamental foliage are justly popular, becauso 
attractive during tho whole of their career. With ordinary 
flowers, we must wait till they bloom before we have any effect, 
and when out of bloom they are once more unattractive ; but 
plants with coloured foliage are beautiful as soon as they are 


+ visible, and that is one good reason, says Mr. Hibberd, for the

‘The beds and borders should, therefore, be got 
quickly into order, and many biennials may be procured from 
the nursery or the secd-pans and planted where they are to 
remain, without receiving any check, if ordinary care 18 em- 
ployed. Wall-flowers, sweetwilliama, pinks, polyanthuses, Can- 
terbury bells, campanulas, &c., will be found useful bedding 
plants, and fresh seeds may be sown as these ar? transplanted, 
go as to secure & succession of bloom. Mignionette may be 
sown this month where it is to remain, and those who wish to 
study economy may sow annuals in small patches; say nemo~ 
philia for light blue, convolvulus for dark blue, larkspurs for 
mixed colours; sweet: peas to climb up sticks form @ good back- 
ground ; erysimum for golden orange, linum grandiflorum for 
scarlet, candytuft for white, lilac, and purple. Collinsia bicolor 
for pink and white, and all these are dwarf but the peas; and, 
asa companion in the background coreopsis, One of the most 
olegant and striking flowers of brown and yellow, growing 
about two feet high, These annuals cost but little, for three- 
penny worth of either will make many patches. 


#4) through. Chenopodium atriplisis we have proved to be one 
of the most beautiful of all tropical- looking plants. A valuable 
@ addition to this class is Amaranthus melancholicus ruber, the 


large leaves richly coloured with crimson and bronze. Amaran- 
thus bicolor, again, has showy foliage, brightly marked with 
gold yellow. The Brazilian, and even some of the garden beets 
are worth sowing in mixed borders, as it is an easy matter to 
remove from a patch any that are leas attractive than the rest ; 
and among the Brazilian beets are varieties of foliage 
little less attractive than that of the Cannas. A gem 
of this class is Oxalis corniculata foliis atropurpureis, 
the small clover-like leaves delicately stained with 
crimson, and the plant best adapted for a front row 
of a foliage ribbon, but no collection will be com- 
plete without Gypsophila muralis, a slender tiny- 
flowored plant, that forms a charming tuft in a pan 
for the drawing-room. I enzlia dianthwflora is one 
of the same class, too delicate for the borders, yet 
so exquisitely beautiful, it would be a shame to pasa 
it by. 

‘ho Gardener's Magazine, in treating on annuals, 
gives special prominence to several hardy border 
kinds. Thus we have Clarkias, Mscholtzias, Cal- 
liopsis, Candytuft, Collinsias, \Kaulfussias, Lark- 
spurs, Leptosiphons, Silenes, Nemophilas, Sapo- 
narias, Viscarias, and a hundred others, really 
beautiful when in bloom, and worthy of culture in 
extensive breadths on the true bedding system, and 
not without interest as botanical examples. Among 
these the most beautiful is the double Clarkia pul- 
chella. This produces a noblo flower double tho sizo 
of the species, of a rich magenta colour, and it is 80 
enduring that a bed of it will hold its flower gaily 
till very near the lst of August, provided the soil is 
rich, the seed sown early, the plants thinned while 
in the sced-leaf to three inches apart, and thinned 
again three weeks afterwards to six inches apart. 
We know of nothing among hardy border annuals 
to surpass this double Clarkia, or those who like 
sweet-scented border flowers there is the old yellow 
lupin, of late years relegated to the cottage garden, 
but good enough for patches in any border, and not 
unworthy of a bed, to form a clear mass or band of 
yellow; like the song of tho nightingale, though 
very sweet, it is of short duration. But the most 
sweet-scented of all border flowers is Amblyolepis 
setigera, a yellow flower of no very great beauty, 
but of an all powerful odour, as it scents the air for 
hundreds of feet about tho spot, and the very best 
of all plants to grow under windows, near arbours 
and garden seats, to surpass all patchouli and 
lavender scents, in which of late years ladies in- 
dulge so freely.

He has left his wife a life 
interest in his property, and after her decease he leaves a legacy 
of £200 to his niece, Ktiza Jane, and the interest of £2,000 to his 
granddaughter Isabella, and then to, her husband, and the 
principal to their children. The residue of his estate to be 
divided amongst his (testator’s) sons and daughters in various 
proportions.

2. We append the three receipts you desire, and ho they will 
prove satisfactory :—Brawn—'lime, three nights ; six hours to boil, 
three hours to get cold, Pickled porker’s head ; two tongues, two 
feet, and two extra ears, four fried sausages, some slices of boiled 
ox tongue; dried sage, pepper and salt, one teaspoonful of each 
for seasoning ; three tablespoonfuls of salt to cover the head.—Cut 
the porker's head in half and soak one night: cover it with sult 
for one night, boil slowly six hours. Let. it get cold. Take out 
the bones. Boil the two tongues, feet, and eara, one hour and a 
half > remove the bones and gristle, Cut all the moat into small 
pieces; season with sage, pepper, and salt, well mixed, Cut the 
sausages into slices, Place slicea of ox tongue, which should be 
of a nice red colour, in a yettern round the mould or tin; put in 
the meat, and press it firmly down with a weight on the top. Let 
it stand one night. ‘The tongues may be put in whole, if proferred 
about the middle of the mould.— Mock Brawn—Time to boil, 
Bix hours, ‘T'wo neat's feet; a belly pieco of pork. Boil a pair 
of neat’s feet very tender, and have ready a belly piece of pork 
salted with common salt and saltpetre for a week. Boil this, but 
not quite tender, ‘Take out the bones and roll the feet and pork 
wgether, very fn G with a strong cloth and coarse tape. Boil 
it till very tender, then hang it up in the cloth till cold. After- 
wards keep it in a sousing liquor, Mo Collar a Calf’s Head— Time 
three hours. A calf's head, aquart of milk, pepper, aalt, pounded 
mace, cloves, and half a nutmeg ; a sprig of acalded parsley, and a 
amall bunch of savoury herbs ; 8ix or seven hard boiled egg. For 
the picklo—A pint of vinegar, pepper, salt and ice.—Take a 
calf's head with the skin on, scald off the hair, aka out all the 
bones very carefully, and Jay it in some warm milk for a short 
time to make it white. _Boil the tongue, peel it, and cut that and 
the palate into thin slices. Then make a seasoning of pepper, 
salt, the pounded cloves, and mace, half a nutmeg grated, the peel 
of a small Jemon minced, and the scalded parsley, and herbs 
chopped very small. Spread the yolk of an egy over the veal, put 
8 layer of the seasonings, the slices of tongue, and the Peace with 
the yolks of six hard-boiled eggs, here and there. Roll it up ver 
tightly, puta cloth round it, then bind it with wide tape, and boil 
it gently for three hours in sufficient water to cover it. When 
taken out, season tho liquor with salt, pepper, and spice, and 
adda pint of vinegar. When cold, put in the collar. Serve it 
cutin handsome slices, and garnished with curled parsley,

Alotes Ynteresting and Odd. 


Remarxanie was the reaction which took place in Fronch 
costumes and customs within halfa century after the demiso of 
St. Louis, for in 1310, during the reign of Philip IV., surnamed 
the Fair, such splendour of apparel and disregard of time- 
honoured conventions prevailed in France that monks openly 
attended fairs and murkets for secular purposes, and nuns 
wearing silks, ‘dressed their hair in the fashionable style,” and 
were present at most places of public amusements. Pins were 
first used in France about this time, and helped to arrange 
feminine garments in fantastic: forms, unprecedented on 
Christian wearers. Pins ;were then called afiches ; pieces 
of costly tissue took the place of fichus, or neck-handkerchiefs, 
and robes adorned with gold or brilliant trinkets were up- 
held on one side, “ fendues comme les tunigques des filles de 
Lacédémone,” but the different classes of the nobility still hoped 
to distinguish themselves by the breadth of their cloaks, the 
length of their trains, and the magnificence of their furs and 
ermine. Hats were not yet known, but caps, male and female, 
were worn of velvet, and sometimes over the cap was drawn a 
hood, with a very long tail hanging down behind, and topped 
by acushion, an elaborate chaperon, the larger in form the 
higher the rank of the wearer. Rank was also proclaimed by 
the length of the shoes, whence came the French proverb—“ Erie 
sur un grand pied dans le monde ;”’ and these shoes (which were 
said to have been brought into fashion by a nobleman who had 
some defect in his foot, and wished to hide it) were frequently 
adorned with horns, claws, or some grotesque figure ; the more 
ridiculous it was the greater its beauty. 


By a late American patent, a species of nettle which grows 
luxuriantly and spontaneously throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley ig omployed in the manufacture of cord, rope, cloth, bagging, 
and paper. The stalks, which grow from five to eight feet high, 
are gathered in the winter, and are ready for the brake without 
any rotting process.
